EDITOR: First and foremost, where 
were you born? 


SHAMROCK: | was born in Macon, 
Georgia, at Warner Robbins Air Force 
Base. | was an Air Force brat. A little kid 
for a short period of time. 


EDITOR: Did you have any brothers 
and sisters?

EDITOR: So, at this point in your 
childhood you move to California, 
but basically you find yourself 
in a familiar situation. However, 
now the fighting is getting 
you into more serious trouble.

SHAMROCK: Well, | got a little 
older, you know? When you’re 
younger, people are always try- 
ing to help “fix” the problem be- 
fore you get too old. Well, | 
moved to California and before | 
knew it, | was 10 years old and 
poor were saying, “This kid’s a 
ost cause.” | ran away from 
home when | was 10 years 
old and lived out of a car. The 
reason why | ran away was 
that the man my mother had 
married had just 
gotten out - the 

\ | ee military. 
OS | Seager He had 
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a long time in the war. So, his 
rules were like “military” rules. He 
talked to people like military, he 
acted like military and for us— 
three kids who never really had 
any kind of structure—to us that 
was like—this guy’s a jerk! We 
weren't going to follow his rules! 
So, basically, we butted heads 
with him and something had to 
give, so it was us. We all ended 
up running away eventually. 
And we all eventually got into 
trouble. We were stealing and 
fighting, just trying to survive 
in the wild life! As kids, you 
really don’t know what it takes 
fo survive, so you basically react 
on your instinct. 


EDITOR: Were you getting 
any kind of formal education 
at this point? 


SHAMROCK: | couldn’t go to 
school because 

the police 
were look- 
ing for 
me. 


So, basically, | hung around the 
parks, the city and just kind of 
moved from place to place. 
| ended up staying in this idee 
car around the block from where 
my actual house was. Occasional- 
ly, | would also stay in this little 
place that we had that was made 
out of cardboard boxes, and sat 
under this big tree in the middle of 
a field. We would all go there a 
lot of times and just kick back with 
people who used to cut school. 


EDITOR: Basically, it sounds like 
= were living on a day to day 

asis. What kept you going? 
What gave you hope? 


SHAMROCK: Throughout the 
times that | was in trouble, and 
in and out of placement, | would 
always play sports. Football, 
wrestling, baseball—anything 
that was competitive. To me, 
the only way | could become 
important was through sports. 
| wanted to “be somebody”. 
| felt important when | scored 
a touchdown, or when | made 
a great hit, or when | pinned 
somebody. Now I’m the man— 
I'm important! | felt like people 
needed me now, as opposed to 
before when | was out on the 
street doing nothing... and 
nobody cared. Sports turned 
out to be my only survival. 
| excelled in sports because it 
served as a way for me to 
release all the anger that had 
built up from within. 


EDITOR: So you used sports as 
an outlet for your anger during 


your teen years? 


SHAMROCK: Not 

just my teen years, 

but all the wa 
fannsat 
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year. | was an inside linebacker 
who played a little fullback, but | 
was only 175 pounds. Most of 
the colleges that were looking at 
me were more interested in my 
wrestling because | was very 
good, having qualified for the 
States. Unfortunately, | broke my 
neck my senior year in college. 
Everything was cancelled het 
that. | had just won sections, 
qualifying me for States... and | 
broke my neck. So, the football 
scholarships, the wrestling schol- 
arships... they were all gone. 
My only chance at doing some- 
thing. Talk about a setback... the 
only thing that ever meant any- 
thing to me was sports. Now I’m 
being told by the doctors that | 
ooul never play again. All | 
could say was—“NO WAY!” 
No one was going to tell me 
that | couldn't play sports. So | 
went to this really great doctor 
who took a bone chip out of my 
hip and fused it to my neck and 
then fitted me with a halo. | 
walked around a couple of 
months like that... the whole time 
thinking, “What am | going to 
do?” | was no scholar and being 
a ee kid you think that the 
only way you're going to get a 
ood job is if you’re smart. | 
new | was “street smart”, but 
academically? | just wasn’t confi- 
dent that | could cut it. 
| felt like everything was just 
taken away from me. Everything 
that | was ever really good at. 
But | refused to listen to the doc- 
tors. So, as soon as | got my 
halo off | continued to train. 
| even trained with my halo on! 
| remember my dad [Robert 
Shamrock, the man who would 
eventually adopt Ken when he 
was 18] used to get so mad at 
me. | used a torque wrench—like 
they use on engines—to tighten 
down the bolts in my head! It 
was a funny situation, but it was 
also a serious one. | really didn’t 
realize how serious it was until | 
looked back in my early twenties 
and realized, “My god, | had a 
broken neck!” | should be thank- 
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ing God that I’m even walking 
around. It’s just one of those 
things where | was blessed more 
than once in my life. 


EDITOR: Once -— neck was 
totally healed, did you attempt to 
get back into football? 


SHAMROCK: Yes, | went back 
to playing college football. | 
remember talking to my dad 
and telling him that if | couldn’t 
do what | love—what's the use 
of living? | didn’t want to go 
through life and not be able to 
do the things | wanted to do 
because of something that hap- 
ened when | was younger. | 
hod to be able to at least try. | 
don’t think my dad liked it much, 
but he stood behind me because 
he knew the type of person that | 
was. So, | went out and got the 
clearance from my doctor—it 
wasn't easy, | had to get on my 
knees and beg—but eventually 
he gave me the clearance. From 
there | went to Shasta Junior 
College, because nobody else 
wor touch me. | red-shirted my 
first year because | was too 
small. | trained and ate till | 
weighed 210, but | still wasn’t 
big enough. The next year, | 
came back at 220. | ate, 
trained, ate, trained, went to 
class and got my grades up. 
That year | smoked everybody! 
| was all league and best defen- 
sive player at my position. My 
second year, the same thing. 
After that college began to 
get tough... real tough. | did 
graduate from junior college, but 
to go onto a university to pla 
football... no one was hiseasied. 
| was good and a few schools 
looked at me, but as soon as 
they found out about my neck 
problems they pulled back. 
Being that | just couldn't move 
to that next level, | decided to 
play “semi-pro” football with 
the Sacramento Bulldogs. From 
there | went on to the Olympic 
trials in 1988, and then the 
military after that. Unfortunately, 


| got kicked out of the military 
because | failed to tell my recruiter 
about my broken neck. One week 
before graduation they booted me 
out. | was going to graduate with 
honors until they found the holes in 
my head. So, throughout my entire 
life | was etting hit with these 
setbacks, which everybody does. 
But the thing | learned as | got older 
is that everyone takes hits, everyone 
gets knocked down. It’s what you 
do when you get knocked down. 


EDITOR: Once your dream of 
playing professional football came 
to a halt, how did that change your 
life? Your goals? Your dreams? 


SHAMROCK: Football was every- 
thing | always wanted to do, and | 
did wedioalt get a shot with the 
San Diego Chargers. They sent 
me a letter inviting me to walk on 
with their program. But at the 
same time, | began shootighting 
in Japan. So, | decided against 
football because | didn’t want to 
sacrifice what it took to become a 
major player in the NFL. At the 
time | weighed 247 pounds and 
wasn't real fast in long distance, 
but | could hit the line quickly. 
Being quick off the ball meant 
that | would have been used as 
a short down back, and those 
guys don’t last long because 
their knees go out. So | weighed 
it out and decided | preferred the

Federation Tag Team Champions 
the next night on Raw Is War. 
Emotions were so high that 
the New Blackjacks—Blackjack 
Windham and_ Blackjack 
Bradshaw—were disqualified 
and eliminated when Bradshaw 
shoved the referee while brawl- 
ing with Doug Furnas and Philip 
LaFon at ringside. Seconds later, 
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Furnas and LaFon were also sent 
back to the showers when they 
failed to return to the ring before 
the official ten-count. 

This left the Headbangers, 
Mosh and Thrasher, and Henr 
and Phineas Godwinn—duos wit 
dramatically different styles. Show- 
boating for the fans witnessing his 
team in their first WrestleMania, 
Mosh positioned Henry on the ring 
apron, vaulted to the second turn- 
buckle, and bounced over the top 
rope, hitting the pig farmer with a 
clothesline on the way down. As 
Henry rose, Thrasher perched him- 
self on top of the ropes and was 
propelled by his teammate toward 


the unfortunate Godwinn. But 
Thrasher overshot his target and hit 
his head on the arena floor. 

The Headbangers were soon 
on their feet again, engaged in a 
four-man brawl in the ring. As 
the referee turned toward the 
Godwinns’ manager, Hillbilly Jim,

to caution him about interfering, 
Mosh dove off the top rope with 
legs spread apart, landing in a sit 
ting position on Phineas’ chest 
and tying him up to get the pin.

While this was technically a 
contest between two men, much 
of the attention was focused on 
the women in the corners— 
Goldust’s “director”, Marlena, 
and Helmsley's consort, the 
beastly Chyna. 

Furious about Marlena’s treat- 
ment at the hands of both Chyna 
and Helmsley in the past,

Goldust began the match by 


seeeeneg and repeatedly 
pummeling his foe, and then 
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delivering an inverted atomic 
drop ont clothesline over the 
ropes.

As he descended, 
Goldust appeared to bump his 
chin on the ring apron. 

Helmsley tried virtually every 
maneuver he knew to take out 
Goldust. But Goldust was deter- 
mined to stay in the match. He hit 
Helmsley with a bulldog head- 
lock md was setting him up for 
the “Curtain Call” when Chyna 
slowly began to stalk Marlena. 
Protectively, Goldust reached 
over the ropes, grabbed Marlena 
under the arms and pulled her to 


the apron. But Helmsley exploited 
the confusion, ramming a knee 
into his opponent's back. Goldust

fell into Marlena, who flew 
off the apron into the arms of 
Chyna. As Chyna crushed 
Marlena in a vicious bearhug at 
ringside, Helmsley defeated 
Goldust with the Pedigree.

When the combat again 
spilled out of the ring, Austin was 
busted open. But he rebounded, 
punishing Hart with a superplex 
and choking him with an electric 
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power cord. Bret broke free by 
smashing his opponent with the 
timekeeper’s bell and quickly 
precise ie the Sharpshooter. 
With blood pouring from his 
forehead, Austin screamed des- 
perately, as he flattened his palms 
on the mat and tried powering 
out of the maneuver. Bret kept the 
pressure on, refusing to diminish 
the torture until Austin blacked 
out, and Shamrock awarded the 
bout to the Hit Man. 


But Hart wasn’t finished with 
Austin. Bret stomped his foe 
after the bell, and Shamrock 
warned him to back away. 
When the Hit Man refused, the 
ultimate fighter grabbed Hart 
in a waistlock, and effortlessly 
suplexed him.

Animal blasted a fire extinguisher 
at his rivals. Moments later, 
Ahmed broke the announcer’s 
table in half—by bodyslamming 
Faaroog through it.

The Nation seized the lead 
when they tied a noose around 
Ahmed in center ring, yanking on 
the rope from outside the squared 
circle. Johnson fought free, but 
Faaroog quickly choked out Hawk 
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with the same strip of hemp. 
Hawk gained control of the object 
and—standing on the arena 
floor—pulled on the rope, sending 
Faaroog flying from the ring. 
Throughout the match, others 
in the Nation's “posse” shamelessly 
intervened. Nonetheless, the 
Legion and Johnson persevered. 
Animal boosted Crush onto his 
shoulders, as Hawk came off 
the top rope with a flying clothes- 
line. Then, Risinal slond the 
victim—throatfirs-—into a two-by- 
four being held by Hawk and

Ahmed. After Animal covered 
Crush for the pin, the chaos 
continued. Johnson and Animal 
each hoisted up one of the 
outsiders in the Nation’s posse, 
while Hawk scaled the ropes, 
and—with arms spread apart— 
simultaneously zapped each 
man with a flying clothesiiae: 


Dark Side was firmly body- 
slammed on top of the television 
hardware. 

The battle went back and 
forth inside the ring, then ended 
up on the arena floor again. 
Bret Hart appeared another 
time, smashing Sid across the 
back with a chair. Undertaker 
was more than willing to

The 
resilient Sid was about to 
counter with a Powerbomb when 
Hart hopped on the ring apron. 


Sid went after his tormentor, 
but was snatched by the 
Undertaker, spun around and 
driven into the mat with the 
Tombstone. As the Undertaker 
crossed Sid’s hands across his 
chest, the referee slapped the 
canvas three times and awarded 
the Man from the Dark Side the 
title that many fans insist he 
should have had years ago.

Ahmed Johnson, last year’s 
winner of the award, presented 
the first Slammy of the night to 
Rocky Maivia. Apparently, the 
first third-generation superstar 
barely edged out Stone Cold 
Steve Austin in the voting, a fact 
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that didn’t sit well in the book of 
Austin 3:16! After being told of 
his second place finish, a visibly 
fuming Stone Cold spewed a river 
of whoop-@#$ on the microphone 
not only toward Rocky, but also 
Bret “Hit Man” Hart, Austin’s 
WrestleMania 13 opponent! 


Supermodel Cindi Margolis 
joined the Honky Tonk Man in 
awarding the Slammy for the best 
threads in the Federation to 
Sable, who beat out Shawn 
Michaels, Marlena, Flash Funk 
and the Undertaker for the gold. 
The exotic beauty was accom- 
panied by Wildman Marc Mero 
on stage for her acceptance 
speech. After thanking both the

World Wrestling Federation super 
fans Adam and George—of 
Royal Rumble isthe hooded out 
the hardware for the best perma- 
nent body art! The Man from the 
Dark Side, the Undertaker, buried 
Shawn Michaels, Crush, actress 
Drew Barrymore and rocker Tommy 
Lee for the trophy. Upon meeting 
the Grim Reaper up close and 
personal, super fan George was 
in extreme awe—or fright—as he 
wet himself! After accepting the 

old, the Man from the Dark Side 
thanked everyone for “letting me 
do it my way” in his quest for the 
Federation Title! 


Sporting a “western-style” tuxedo 
with his cowboy hat, commentator 
Jim Ross presented the Slammy for 
the elite encounter between two 
Federation superstars in 1996. As 
anticipated, Bret “Hit Man” Hart 
and Shawn Michaels both took 
home trophies for their amazing 
effort put forth in the Ironman 
Match at WrestleMania XIil. Al- 
though both men were happy 
with the accomplishment, Shawn 
reminded Bret who was excellently 


executed that night before hand- 
ing the mic over to the Hit Man, 
who had few words for the crowd 


following the Heartbreak Kid's 
light-heartedness. 


The Legion of Doom, Animal and 
Hawk—who claim to be experts 
in the art of the Lawn Boy hair- 
cut—awarded the prestigious 
Slammy for the “mane” scalp in 
the Federation. When the enve- 
lope was opened, Hunter Hearst- 
Helmsley’s golden locks won him 
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But what most fans remember is the aftermath. 
Jerry “The King” Lawler had long believed that the King 
of the Ring was some type of sacrilege. He’d already 
declared himself the King of the World Wrestling | : 
Federation and there was no need for wy 
another one. When Hart was crowned, Lawler seemed 
to lose his bearings. He pounced on the winner, bashing 
him with a scepter, trashing his crown and smashing a throne on top of 
him—beginning a long and debilitating feud for both men. 
The next year, Bret’s brother Owen snared the title. But he 
didn’t win it as easily as he claims. After toppling Tatanka 
and the 1-2-3 Kid in the earlier rounds, Owen 
faced off against rough Razor Ramon. In 
the middle of the match, Owen’s 
brother-in-law Jim “The Anvil” 
Neidhart rushed to ringside, 
beating on Razor and setting him 
up for Hart's flying elbow. 
Then, after Ramon was 
pinned and Owen officially 
became the King of the 
Ring, Neidhart continued 
the attack. The incident 
had far-reaching 
ramifications in the 
already polarized 
Hart family. 
Neidhart, husband 
of Bret and Owen’s 
sister, Ellie, had clearly 
demonstrated which 
brother he favored. 
In 1995, Savio Vega 
appeared to be steaming toward a 
King of the Ring victory. A last-minute 
substitute, Vega—the pugnacious Puerto 
Rican from the South Bronx—bested |.R.S. and 
the monstrous Yokozuna to get to the final 
round.
